Our imports in iron 
are yery great, and all this expense might not 
ouly bv sayed if these Mines were properly 
wrought, with facilities given for transportation, 
but we would be able to export largely to the 
neighboring Statcs, and bring back cash, or 
those articles of commerce which we now pay 
cash for. 

This instance of liberality on the part of tle 
Government has been followed.by another, 
which makes us sanguine that the requisite fa- 
cilities of which we speak will soon be in our 
possession. We haye it on good authority that 
Mr, Finley, of the Marmora Company, has been 
sent up from the County for the purpose of ob- 
taining some aid for the Marmora and Belle- 
ville Railway, and that £1,000 has been granted 
for the purpose of making a survey. This is 
gratifying, and we trust that the matter will be 
speedily carried to consummation. 


The “ New Era.”

LABOR SAVING WASHING FLUID. 
A Scene in a Stage Coach 1m 1849.

The dreadfully shattored appoarance pre- 
sented by the wreck itself, shows the violence 
of the explosion. ‘The remains of the vessel 
lie in the , a few yards enst of Upton & 
Brown's wharf. The only portion of it pre- 
senting anything |{ke its origina) Appearance, 
is that part lying forward from the cltce where 
the books and papers of the vessel were kept 
to her bows, a dinance of some 20 fect. The 
deck and bulwarks of this section, though 
greatly shattered and broken through in nue 
merous places, have not been blown away; but 
of the remaining section of the yesae} no deck 
could be scen, save in planks split and broken 
into all shapes and drifting about in the Bay, 
or mixed with the mass of timber and iron, 
scattered over the wreck. The bulwarks were 
also completely blown away on the larboard 
side. On the starboard side they were partly 
peesehs though in a yery dilapidated condi- 
tion. ‘The bottom of the yessel haa been, it is 
believed, broken through in. many places, but 
not to any great extent, with the exception, 
perhaps, of the amidships. Here a deep in- 
dentation must have been made, ivery par-

INGENIOUS MACHINE, 


We yesterday examined the model of a 
very ingenious machine that is about bein; 

atented in Ingland, Canada, and the United 
tates. ‘he inventor, Mr. J. H. Headly, is 
the same gentleman who obtained a patent 
about a year ago, fora new building material, 
called marbleized granite} and the machine 
in question is one designed to be used in 
connection with the manufacture of that ar- 
ticle. A vertical wheel is hung in a frame 
and driven forward by powertul machinery, 
{n the periphery of this wheel, four moulds 
are placed at right angles to each other, and 
on the.top of the wheel, a Baiead is placed 
with compartments dividing the granulated 
marble and sand, the whole worked by rods 
and slides attached to an eccentric. As the 
wheel rolls over, the moulds fill from the 
hopper aboye and compress at the breast of 
the wheel by means of diagonal levers, that 
work like those of a printing press ;—on 
reaching the bottom, the blocks are discharg- 
ed upon an endless belt that earries them 
away from the machine, Thus the three 
operations of filling, pressing, aud declares 
ing are all goiug forward at one and t 
same moment, each revolution of the wheel 
making four blocks, and each block being 
equal to three common bricks. We saw the 
model make ten revolutions per minute, 
which would give a capacity to the working 
machine equal to 70,000 common bricks per 
diem, The machine is designed to be wholly 
of jron, and will aveigh about three tons, aud 
is so powerful in its operations that it will 
compress the material into half its original 
bulk, making the block as dense as stone. 
Altoyether it is an exceedingly ingenious 
machine, combining strength wath" great 
rapidity. We understand the Oshawa Man- 
ufacturing Company haye already commen- 
ced their manufacture, aod those curious in 
such matters can there inspeot its operation,

ut every man’s own conscience which gave 
him the right to rest on such a day.” 

This argument may be all very well where 
it is applicable, but certainly it is not here.— 
The principle involved is simply this: Mas the 
Legislature a right to impose upon their public 
servants the necessity of working on a nes on 
which their conscience informs them they should 
abstain? But aside from this, it should be con- 
siderod that this is a Christian community, and 
the Sabbath a Christian institution, If the 
are any among us who have such Pagan con-| 
sciences that they deem it wrong to abstain 
from labor on this day, it is evident that they 
haye pitched their tents among the wrong pco- 
ple; they should emigrate to China or Central 
Africa, where public opinion is more 
nant with their own. Weare surprised tMat 
our Speaker should advance an argument so 
utterly absurd and fallgcious. We can under- 
stand how a person might have conscientious 
scruples in laboring on the Sabbath, or how 
he could haye objections to abstaining, but we

CORONER'S INQUE

An Inquest was held on the 29th ult. before 
Dr. B.S. Willson, Coroner, on the body of 

ames Carlton, late of the Township of Hun 
gerford, A post mortem xmination Ww 
made by Dr, Pomeroy, when an extensive 
ture of the left side of the skull was found. 
‘There was also considerable extravasation of 
blood external and internal to the fracture, 
causing compression of the brain, of which he 
died. ‘The particulars of the case are as follow:

Virtues of a Note of Hand. 


The London Free Press says ;—* Our read- 
ers should bear in mind that a yery important 
modification of the law respecting Bills of Ex- 
change has taken place this session, and will 
shortly come into operation, The new law 
Rite power to the holder of a note of hand or 
vill of exchange to go before a County or oth~ 
er Judge and obtain a summary judgment 
againts the acceptor, unless it appears to the 
Judge that the defenceis one thatrequires more 
formal trial. After judgment execution is to go 
in 15 days, instead of in succeeding term after 
{udement, as is the rule at present. It often 
happens that a note is given to oblige the guar- 
antee, and notin accerdance with terms of sale. 
Under the new law the note assumes a form of 
little else than that of a “confession of Judg- 
ment,” as execution can be levied on the accept- 
or within 15 days after failure to meet the note. 
It will not be to the interest of traders, there- 
ore, to accept notes to oblige creditors, as it pla-

A person 
will not reflect that, upon signing a note, he is 
making o stick wherewith to break his own 
back, unless indeed, he can so calculate upon 
receipts that the note is sure to be met, ; In 
these times, however, when receipts are so un- 
certain—so “ few and far between,” such cal- 
culations are not arrived at with any amount 
of certainty.

The annual shipment of Beef Bones and 

| hoofs was made yesterday from Maitland’s 

| Wharf, Toronto, by the steamer Whitby, 

on account of Mr. J. Begg, of this city— 

The weight of the shipment was eighteen 

tons, consisting altogether of shank bones 
and hoofs, collected from the butchers of the 
city during the year, The number of the 
former was upwards of 32,000, which shows. 
that 8,000 cattle have been slaughtored in 
the city during the yenr, Estimating that 
each beast weighed 750 Ibs. which would 
be a fair average, the quantity of beef con- 
sumed amounts to 6,000,000 lbs, which at 
ten cents per Jb, would represent $500,000 
or £150,000. Supposing the population 
of Toronto to be 50,000, this calculation 
shows. that the consumption of beef. by each 
inhabitant is 120 lbs; the cost to each at 
the above price is $12. . ‘This is’ exclusive 
of the slaughtered beef brought: in by fare 
juers from the country. 

Mr, Begg ships these shank bones and 
hoofs to British manufacturers, who convert 
them into combs, knife handles, dc. After 
undergoing the proper process, the bones 
may return, to grace the dining-room of 
some elegant marsion ; and the hoofs, con 
verted into combs, mav confine the hair of 
some fair lady.—Globe 10th,

Her Ma- 
jesty’s ship Agamemnon and the United 
States Frigate MWViagara will leave the 
Thames about the first week in July, in 
company with Her Majesty's ship Cylops, 
and will proceed to the latitude midway 
between the West Coast of Ireland and 
Northumberland. Here the ends of the 
eable on board each ship will be joined. 

The 7gamemnon will then return towards 
the Coast of Ireland, and the Niagara will 
hold on her course to the shores of New- 
foundland, both ships paying out the Sub- 
marine Cable as they increase the distance 
between them, and maintaining constant 
telegraphic communication with each other, 
tofprove that the Cable remains intact; 
and within six days, after the ships separate, 
should no accident occur, telegraphic com- 
munication will be opened between the two 
Continents.

met should come in contact with the earth 
there would be no shock experienced, because 
this luminous vapor is of less consistency than 
our atmosphere; and it is possible that we 
might pass through the body of a comet with- 
out experiencing any great inconyenience.— 
Jupiter has been observed to do this without 
any yisible disturbance or effects on the planet 
itself or his satellites. 

Tn discussing this subject however, we would 
not hide from ourselves the possibility that a 
contact with cometic vapor might entirely 
change the constitution of our atmospheric air 
aud render it unfit for respiration, in which 
case the disaster would be as fatal to animal 
life as if the comét were as ponderous as Ju- 
piter, or as burning as molten laya. But, as 
we said before, there is no longer any danger 
of a collision. ‘The comet was at its nearest 
distance more than a fortnight since, and like 
the gallant bark that has been for some time 
sailing from port, it is now quite beyond the 
reach of our vision, ‘I'he report of this celes- 
tial catastrophe was no doubt first started by 
sonie wag who takes a delight in frightening 
people, or by some Millerite, who was disap- 
Peinied tnd mortified at the non-fulfilment of 
nis interpretation of the prophecies of Daniel. 


| The New Conveyancing Act, 


The following Act, brought forward by Mr. 
Patton and now the law of the land, will proye 
salutary in checking a great and growing evil, 

ng from the practice of unlearned and non- 
professional persons making a pecuniary profit 
by conveyancing. By compelling such persons 
to abandon what really is the province of legal 
gentlemen, or by making them responsible for 
their own blunders, much expensive litigation 
arising now from defective and illegal instru- 
ments, will be prevented. By the principles 
of common law we think such persons are now 
liable for their mistakes, but it is better by sta- 
tutory law to make the matter explicit,

We have no doubt that notwithstanding’ the 
tlisparnging reports, this country is destined to 
be quickly settled. ‘The’ Townships east and 
west are now undergoing survey; the Suryey- 
ors say that in many parts of the district the 
compass is useless, from the greal divergence 
caused by metalhié attraction; We think if 
the people of this, section were alive to their 
own interests, instead of depreciating the route 
and discouraging settlers in‘the oxtraordinary 
and blind manner they are doing, they should 
inform themselyes of the true qualities and ca- 
pabilities of the country,— establish 4 depot of 
provisions and flour near the commencement 
of the road (there being no mill at work in 
Madoc),—apply in the right quarter to have 
many parts of the road re-cut, it beingia noto- 
| rious fact that the present one was never in- 
| tended to be ayailable for teams,—and: unite 
heartily in carrying out 9 system of railroads, 
so as to turn the stream of traffic, and the im- 
mensé'supplies of lumber, and also of minerdls, 
marble, and other important productions of 
this back country forward /ere, otherwise the 
front will be carried out to Ottawa, and we 
shall for ever lose the benefit.

Massacre or Henry A. Crass, R. A,

From the St. Diego Herald of the Uh of May. 
The expedition into Sonora, under the 
command of H. A, Crabb, has had a most 
disastrous end, 
Late in March Crabb’s party left Sonori- 
ta, Sonora, and-marclied to Cavorea, a small 
Mexican town near Point Lebos, and on the 
Gulf of California. The first intent was to 
have proceeded to Altar, hut news of its 
partial fortification and susceptibility of a 
strong defence caused the diversion on Ca- 
vores, On the morning of the first of A- 
pril, the party of Ame entered the 
suburbs of the town, They were met by a 
body of Mexican troops, commanded by 
Bodriguez. 
It is said that Bodriguez advanced to 
speak to Crabb, when the Americans open- 
ed fi

and killed the Mexican Commander | 
ral others. ‘The Mexicany imme- | 
liately retreated—some to the mountains, 
but the majority to the church, which had 
been placed in a stato of defence, and had 
at the time Crabb entered the town a num- 
ber of beeves rc asting, whole, in froit of it, 
to feed the Mexican troops, 
It appears that here occurred Crabb’s 
first and fatal mistake, Instead of at once | 
charging and taking the church, w H 
would haye given him the town, be occu- 
pied several houses on \the corner of the! 
Plaza, in front of the church, | 
The Mexicans at first deserted the most 
» town, but gradually being embold- 
turned and gradually hemmed the 
ans in. Fighting continued eight 
days, with a lose to the Americans of twen- 
ty-live. The loss of the Moxioans is repout 
cd by themselves to be twenty-five, but it 
is supposed to have been much greater—as | 
high as 200. On tho eighth day an at. 
tempt was made by two of Crabb's men to| 
blow up the church, by placing a keg of 
owder under the portico aud fring it—| 
fho devoted men who nttemptedathis were 
both killed, and Crabb is said to have been 
wounded in superintending it, (ft is said

an offer was made by Crabb 
the Mexicans would allow it. Hoe had re- 
fused to retire when the offer was made him, 
after the fighting had continued two days, 
and now the Mexicans, confident of hig 
weakness and their triumph, refused. The}

adjoining houses, the Moxicars forced 
Crabb and his men into the corner building 
which they repeatedly set on fire, but which 
tho Amaricans as often oxtinguished.

‘The flames 
caught the roof, and in a few moments the
